The* World After 
the War ' 


The United States, in-'thc midst' of 


"an unlimited national emergency," 
is still far enough from "a shoot- 
ing war" to look ahead to the world 
as it will be after the shooting is 
over. 


Granted, the first order of business 


is to see that the world shall not 
be a mere playground for Nazi "mas- 
ter men," who would then-be in a 
position to remold it in arbitrary ac- 
cordance with a Nazi heart's desire. 
That is the first order of business, 
and one on which practically every 
American is agreed. It is primary, it 
is basic, but it is negative. 


The positive side remains. We do 


NOT want a Nazi world. All are 
agreed on that. But what kind of a 
world do we want? There the worm 
of controversy creeps into the apple. 


The British, fighting a desperate 


rear-guard action from Dunkerque to 
Crete, have had little time to juggle 
with brave new worlds. They have 
been most coy in committing them- 
selves to any specific blueprint of fu- 
ture world order, and that is un- 
derstandable. Your own blueprints 
are worthless if the other fellow for- 
cibly seizes the contract. 


First off, you must sec that you get 


the job, or at least that the world has 
a free opportunity to award the job 
to you. Otherwise the best 
blue- 


prints are wasted. So the British, 
putting first things first, have been 
trying to see to that. 


Nevertheless, one way to get the 


job is to have a blueprint or at least 
a rough sketch available. 


Enough free customers, • or poten- 


tially free customers, remain, so that 
the British have at last had to hint 
at their blueprint. Foreign Secretary 
Eden has backed up the general lines 
of President Roosevelt's Four Free- 
doms: freedom of speech, freedom of 
religion, freedom from fear, freedom 
from want. And an India governed 
|'By India, For India, and In India.' 
The last comes late, but it is better 
late than never. British performance 
in India gives at Idast a hope that 
it is an honcsl pledge; Nazi or Rus- 
sian domination give no such hope. 


Blueprints overlap; panaceas clash, 


British victory, however, 
certainly 


gives more hope of a free world 
than any Nazi "new order" run by 
und for the 
benefit of a "mastei 


race." It is only in a world that L 
reasonably free that the United States 
can hope to move forward 
to 


progressive destiny. We cannot know 
exact goals today, but we can sense 
directions. And in today's world, the 
direction is everything.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


A fresh and stinging U. S. ac- 
cusation that France had been 
induced "to 
do Germany's 


fighting" in Syria raised a pos- 
sibility Saturday that the gov- 
ernment soon might back up 
with action its warnings to 
Vichy against close collabora- 
tion with Berlin. 


The first and most immedi- 


ate likelihood in the opinion of 
some authorities was that the 
Vichy government might be 
refused further funds from the 
approximately 1 Yz billion in 
French assets frozen in the U. 
S. 


Another possible course of action 


over which there has been specula- 
tion is that the U. S. eventually might 
break off diplomatic relations with 
the Vichy regime, clearing the way 
for recognition of the "Free French" 
committee of Gen. Charles de Gaulle.

7 Ships Sunk by 
British Subs 


British Raiders Go 
Into Axis-Con- 
trolled Harbors 


LONDON -W— The admiralty an- 


nounced Saturday British submarines 
in the Mediterranean had sunk seven 
"enemy" vessels and torpedoed three 
others in far-reaching recent forays 
which carried undersea warships even 
into German and Italian controlled 
harbors. 


'Further successful attacks have 


been reported by our submarines op- 
erating against the enemy's commerce 
in the Mediterranean, said an admiral- 
ty communique. "The attacks not only 
have been carried out at sea but 
our subs have sought out the enemy 
and destroyed him in his harbors." 


The vessels sunk included an Ital-

Seal Fate of 
Syrian Capital 


Damascus, Unforti- 
fied City, Sur- 
rounded by British 


By the Associated Press 


British imperial and Free French 


forces Saturday closed in on 4,000-year 
old Damascus at the end of the first 
week of their campaign to take Syria 
and Lebanon out of Vichy's control 
and" nullify them as assets in Ber- 
lin's war plans. 


Authoriative sources in London said 


Vichy defenders of the Syrian capital 
had abandoned the town of Kissoue, 
10 miles away, falling back close to 
the walls of the unfortified city. 


The fall of Damascus—a potential 


turning point in the Allied offensive 
of liberation and protection for the 
French-mandated lands, if not a pi- 
votal development for the whole turn 
of events in Africa and the Middle 
East—was expected 
within a few 


hours, if it had not already been 
formally surrendered. 


The Allied offensive into Syria and 


Lebanon depended greatly 
on how 


quickly the self-proclaimed libera- 
tors could occupy inland Damascus 
and coastal Beirut, Lebanese capital, 
without tremendous bloodshed. The 
latter factor, according to the Allies, 
cramped their mechanized style. 


Resistance in the Sidon sector of

Each girl furnishes her own house- 


The girls 
also furnish six cotton damask nap- 
kins and eight dish-towels. 


Since a membership requirement for 


Ihe women's cooperative houses is a 
recommendation by some prominent 
person who knows the applieanl well 
Ihe houses have allraclecl a high type 
of college girl. Girls living in Ihe co- 
op houses Ihis year have made excel- 
lent scholarship records and have been 
active in such organizations as the 
Student Senate, Omicron Delta, the 
Women's Athlelic Associalion, Y. W. 
C. A., Colerie, Home Economics club 
and others. 


Social activilies of the women's co- 


op houses included such affairs as a 
series of 'drop-ins," fall and spring 
formal dances, formal dinners, an- 
nual 
picnic, pancake 
supper, and 
parties. 


By bringing the cost of board and 


room down to a minimum, Ihe girls 
have been able to keep their lota] ex- 
penses for Ihe school year below S350 
of which 5135 is the cost of general'

Most of Ihe girls who live in the 
co-op houses have jobs on the side 
such as taking care of children and 
serving meals for faculty members

War 


But Stalin had long _scen that war 


was inevitable. The construction of 
the Siegfried Line which made it im- 
possible for the Western Powers to go 
to the assistance o£ Czechoslovakia ov 
Poland, rendered Russia's 
position 


precarious indeed. Stalin saw that i£ 
ever Prague and Warsaw fell to Hit- 
ler, it would be Russia's turn next 
and the Nazis would take the rich 
granary of the Ukraine, the ideal 
lebensraum promised by the Fuehrer 
to the Germans. 


Stark, naked realism is and always 


has been Stalin's strong suit. He knew 
just how strong Germany was, for 
when reports reached him in May, 
1939, that Hitler had 4000 heavy tanks, 
50,000 motorcycles armed with machine 
guns and 18,000 planes, he did not 
pooh-pooh the idea as did the French 
General Staff. He made it his bus- 
iness to find out. He also knew jus1 
how weak France was, and how un- 
prepared England. So he dismissed Li- 
tvinoff and took Molotoff as Foreign 
Minister, 


Stalin negotiated with both Ger- 


many and the Allies. Hitler sent diplo- 
mats, financiers and business men t 
Moscow; the Allies sent a military mis- 
sion . . • with plans. Stalin playcc 
one off against the other and, having 
made a bargain with the envoys

As OPM Sees It 


In Agriculture's scheme for increas- 


ed production of wartime necessities, 
the emphasis on building up milk 
and egg production, for example, is 
not on increasing the number of cows 


and chickens, but on feeding for great- 
er production. The department's gu- 
arantee of "floors" on prices of,,cor- 4 
tain wanted products extends only one 
to two years—Ihe period it is esti- 
mated now that these products will 
be needed by a world at war or by a 
world that returns suddenly to peace 
with no prospect ot immediate pro- 
duction in other lands besides the U. I 
S. 


In the Office of Production Manage- 


ment, officials will tell you that re- 
duction in the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles, ice boxes and other products 
using steel and aluminum not only 
has its defense aspect but its post- 
war aspcqt as well. Defense metals 
arc conserved now for defense uses— 
and a future demand for cars, ice 
boxes and such is being built.up that 
will go far, it is hoped, toward tak- 
ing up the post-war slack.

thought is only partially to provide 
a back-log of pilots with elementary 
training who can move on into the 
army or navy.
